THE FRANCOIS VAN HOOF COLLECTION OF RUSSIAN COINS 


together with his Russian Numismatic Library 


Francois van Hoof (1939-2003) was well known in Russian numismatic circles both in the West and the 
Motherland. This is confirmed by the warm dedications in many of his books from authors such as VV Uzdenikov 
and AS Melnikova. He assembled a modest but wide ranging coin collection, travelling widely to attend coin 
shows in the search for bargains. He taught himself the Russian language, which greatly facilitated his study of his 
coins. He was a regular at the annual New York International Numismatic Convention until declining health ruled 
our long haul travel. He was a founder member of the Russian Numismatic Society, which was inaugurated in 1979 by 
Ran Zander in America. The annual meetings of the RNS are still held in conjunction with the NYINC. Francois, 
together with his friend Andre Schoevaert, embarked on an ambitious programme of translating Russian numismatic 
books and articles into French and published them in the name of the RNS. They devoted considerable time, energy 
and resources to this project, which is of immense benefit to those in the field for whom the language presents a serious 
barrier. Some ten major volumes were produced along with numerous short works, before AS died in 1994. 


One of Francois’ more important projects, shared with Schoevaert, was that to translate and publish VP Smirnov’s 
very rare 1908 listing of Russian commemorative medals. This appeared in 1980, and is itself now hard to find. 
Apparently only 75 copies were printed, so presumably similarly small numbers were printed of the other 
publications. Although the Smirnov translation is frustrating to use and lacks illustrations, it remains the most 
comprehensive work on the subject. The creation of an illustrated version is long overdue. Another van Hoof 
labour of love was the reprinting in three volumes of the Russian part of the Reichel collection, as was the 
translation of Professor Fedorov-Davidov’s work on the Saransk Hoard and other works on mediaeval Russian 
coins. Completed shortly before his death and as yet unpublished is a translation of PP von Winkler’s work on 
Russian Imperial civic armorials.

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A Collection of Medals relating to Ballooning and the Early History of Flight 
formed by Robert G. I. White 


Robert White was a pioneer collector of ballooning medals at a time when, in the ae is H He 
was a renaissance of interest in ballooning in this country. He shared the ownership of a ba aa 
and held an enviably low numbered pilot’s licence. The more he flew the more he peers iets , 
in the history of ballooning and manned flight and he began to collect the historica medals : a 
record the details of so many of the flights. The year 2003 celebrates the 220° anniversary of the first 


flights and seemed a suitable time to sell. 


The scope of the collection is impressive and the catalogue, with its many illustrations and footnotes of 
historical details, will serve as a reference for future collectors. Robert White was a long-time friend of 
Mrs Evelyn Malpas, whose book Lighter than Air, published by the British Art Medal Society in 1989, is 
the backbone of the refences quoted in the catalogue, and indeed a number of the White medals are 
illustrated in its pages. For simplicity the catalogue follows the datal order of Lighter than Air. The 
collection, which contains in excess of three hundred items, was extended to include medals relating to 
Airships, Aeroplanes and even Space travel and these will be found listed in the continuous 


chronology of the events.

Joseph (1740-1810) and Etienne (1745-1799) de Montgolfier, the acknowledged pioneers of balloon flight. The un-manned 
demonstration flight took place at their home town of Annonay, on the 4 June 1783, however the balloon was completely 
destroyed on landing, by the fire that had been placed in it. The significance of the event was immediately recognised and the 
medal commissioned and struck. Malpas records the balloon as being spherical, about 110 feet in circumference and a weight 
of 500 Ibs before inflation. On the 19 September 1783, a Montgolfier balloon carried as passengers, the odd group of a sheep, a 


duck and a cockerel. It is possible that the origins of the medal came about through Masonic connections as both Houdon and 
the Montgolfier brothers were Freemasons.

The first ever manned flight was by Jean-Francois Pilatre de Rozier (1756-1785), in a tethered Montgolfiére hot-air balloon, on 
the 15 October 1783. The first free manned flight was on the 21 November, again piloted by Jean-Francois Pilatre de Rozier, 
together with the Marquis d’Arlandes (1742-1809) as his passenger. Their 25 minute flight was from the Chateau de la Muette 
in the Bois de Boulogne.

Malpas reports that George III, “in council with his ministers, broke off the meeting by saying, “We may 
resume our deliberations on the subject before us at pleasure, but we may never see poor Lunardi again.” The king and Pitt 
then followed the flight with telescopes until the flight was out of sight”

Blanchard was a noted French pioneer aeronaut who, during the 33 minute flight depicted on this medal, released a dog 
attached to parachute which landed just outside the city. Blanchard flew on, landing at Weilburg. In January 1785, 
accompanied by the American Dr John Jefferies, he made the first balloon crossing of the English Channel, a nerve-racking 
experience, for as the balloon lost lift they had to jettison everything, including their clothes, and even emptied their bladders. 
His flights around Europe were not profitable and he left France for Britain and then America. Blanchard made what is 
believed to be the first balloon ascent in the USA, on 9 January 1793, from the Walnut Street prison, Philadelphia, watched by 
George Washington and four other future presidents. Blanchard died following a stroke suffered on his 59" flight, over the 
Hague in February 1808, when he fell some 60 feet to the ground. He lived on another year till the 7" March 1809. His second 
wife, Marie, also a balloonist, continued flying until, ten years later, in the skies over Paris, she lit some fireworks, set the 
balloon on fire, and having crashed on a roof top, slid to her death on the ground below.

Jean-Frangois Pilatre de Rozier 
and Professor Jacques Alexandre Charles made a balloon that combined the features of both hot-air and gas. Intending to fly from 
France to England Rozier and a passenger took off on 15 June 1785, but the combination of hydrogen and fire proved deadly and 
exploded, killing both de Rozier and his passenger - the first balloon related death, and not the happy image on the engraved coin.

Francesco Zambeccari (1756-1812) published a seminal work on ballooning and aeronautics, in Bologna, in 1803. He

balloon by rising or sinking from an unfavourable to a favourable current in which oars could be used to advantage." He was 
also "...the first aeronaut to show a balloon in England". On the 7 October 1803 Zambeccari, with two students Pasquale 


Andreoli and Gaetano Rosetti, ascended in a Montgolfier Balloon from Bologna, but crash-landed in the Adriatic, off the coast 
of Istria. They were rescued by a fishing boat the following day.

James Sadler made his first flight on the 4 October 1784, in a Montgolfier-type balloon with a 170-foot circumference, and 
made a number of flights during 1785, only to give up following a near disaster. However he was tempted back in 1812, and 
taking off from Vauxhall in Birmingham, with a Mr Burcham as his passenger flew for 112 miles in an hour and twenty 
minutes. The landing was rough and Sadler was thrown from the balloon when it struck the ground, leaving the unfortunate 
Burchall to throw out the anchor which caught in trees. Burchall survived without harm though the balloon was destroyed. 
Sadler was the son of an Oxford pastry cook and before he took to ballooning had found employment at the Ashmolean 
Museum. A plaque in Christ Church Meadow honours one of his first flights.

Charles Green, aeronaut, born in London, UK on 31 January, 1785, who made his first ascent on 19 July 1821 from St James's Park, 
London, in the George IV, Royal Coronation Balloon filled with coal gas. This medal commemorates what was the first long distance 
International Flight. Taking off from Vauxhall in the suitably named Royal Vauxhall Balloon at 1.00pm on 7 November, Green 
landed near Weilburg, in Nassau the following morning after a flight of 18 hours, renaming the balloon Nassau. This flight 
introduced the idea of flying all night as well as the invention of the trail rope to act as ballast and to facilitate landing. He had with 
him two passengers, Mr Robert Holland, MP, who had financed the flight, and a Mr Thomas Monk Mason. By the time Charles 
Green retired in 1852 he had logged 526 flights. He died from heart failure at the age of eighty-five on March 26, 1870.

Thaddeus Sobieski Lowe (1832-1913) is perhaps best remembered for his intelligence gathering by balloon during the 
American Civil War. The Atlantic attempt in The City of New York, was to be a great disappointment, for whilst the balloon, 
made of some six thousand yards of twill, was ready to fly from the grounds of the New York crystal palace, the New York 
Gas Company failed to deliver enough gas, and the flight had to be abandoned. The balloon had been designed with a 20 foot 
diameter basket “room” below which was suspended a 30 foot steam-powered lifeboat, named Leontine, for his wife. All are 
clearly visible on the medal. The Lowe Observatory, Pasedena, California, was named in his honour.

The Siege of Paris 

During the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-1871, the citizens of Paris sent out 66 balloon flights carrying mail and 
38 of these were successful. There was also a “Pigeon Post” and balloons and pigeons feature on many of the 
balloon tokens. In all some 83 different varieties of these tokens were struck and whilst the following group is 
far from complete it is a very substantial offering, ranging from the first to the last. The details given on the 
tokens vary but include the name of the launching site, usually a railway station, the name of the pilot, the 
contents of the balloon, and the place of landing (in one case, though not included in the sale, Norway! — but see 
lot 1938). They each tell a wonderful story. Those listed in Malpas as “lead” are catalogued here as “white 
metal”. The balloon medals share a common obverse image of a balloon, with the details suitably changed, 
whilst the reverse is common to all. The first is a trial striking. All are in the region of 28mm-29mm in diameter.

Sir Richard Tetley Glazebrook, KCB, KCVO (1854-1935), had an academic career, many aspects of which were involved with 
aeronautics and aviation. He was a Fellow of the Royal Society and its sometime Foreign Secretary; Director of the National 
Physical Laboratory, 1899-1919; Chairman of the Aeronautical Research Committee, 1908-1933; President of the Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, 1906; Zaharoff Professor of Aeronautics at Imperial College of Technology, 1920-1923. He was involved 
with International Exhibition committees and others relating to museums. As well as being the Royal Aeronautical Society’s 
gold medallist, he had been the Royal Society’s Hughes medallist in 1909 and Royal medallist in 1931, and he received the Albert 
medal of the Royal Society of Arts. He was the author of a number of publications relating to physics and other scientific subjects. 
The design reverses that of the Aéronautical Society of Great Britain, with the eagle now soaring to the right.

The rescue of the survivors of the British emigrant sailing ship Strathmore by Captain David L Gifford and the officers and 
crew of the American whaling barque Young Phoenix, of New Bedford, Massachusetts, is a curious one. The Strathmore, under 
Captain MacDonald, was bound for New Zealand with a cargo of railway iron and gunpowder when, in full sail in heavy fog, 
she struck the Twelve Apostles rocks, a part of the Crozet archipelago in the South Indian Ocean, on 1 July 1875. The Captain 
and First Officer were washed overboard. However the rescue of 44 of the original 89 passengers and crew by the Young 
Phoenix did not happen until six months later, on 23 January, 1876, after the barque had chanced upon them. 

Following the rescue the British residents of Mauritius raised the grand total of $624.25 by subscription to purchase gold, silver 
and bronze medals for Captain Gifford, his four officers and crew of 26. If a gold medal was indeed struck, its present 
whereabouts is not known. The subscription also paid for a gold locket that was presented to Mrs Eleanor Gifford and this, 
together with her husband’s 64mm silver medal and a small number of bronze medals are now in the Old Dartmouth 
Historical Society Whaling Museum, New Bedford, Massachusetts, together with three other bronze medals given to crew 
members and a certificate. An example of the larger 64mm medal, in bronze, was included in The “Mauritius” Collection, SCA, 
9 October, 1996 (lot 1338). Details of the Museum’s holdings are included with the lot. 


The Young Phoenix was built in Rochester, Massachusets (now Mattapoisett) in 1822 and was wrecked of Barrow Point Alaska 
on the 3" August, 1888. 


Laurence Brown has tried to solve the riddle of the edge numbering on certain Wyon medals, but without much success. It 
seems likely that they relate to some (long since missing) record or day book.

Antoine de Bourbon was the eldest son of Charles de Bourbon, Duc de Vend6me. He married Jeanne d’Albrecht in 1548, and 
succeeded to the kingdom on the death of her father in 1555. He died while leading the French Catholic army against the Protestants.

Trésor, pl.XIV, 3; Hill, Medals of the Renaissance, p].26.9). A medal of superb quality, the artists compass lines for 
the legends show sharply, an intended suspension loop has marked the top, extremely fine and toned. —£1000-1500 


De Toiras distinguished himself during the defence of the Isle du Rhé against the Duke of Buckingham in 1627. Following the 
siege of Casale in 1630, he was made Maréchal de France, only to fall out with Richelieu three years later. At the time this 
medal was made he was living in exile in Savoy, assisted by the Duchess Christine, daughter of Henri IV. He was promoted 
Lieutenant General of Savoy, but was killed in action shortly afterwards. 

Of the 12 institutional specimens listed by Jones only two are in silver, in the BM and the Bibliotéques National, Paris. “The 
obverse”, wrote Hill [Guide, 1924], “is one of Dupré’s most successful, perhaps because it is on a comparatively small scale”.

Pietro Micca (1677-1706), was an Italian miner and patriot who, during the Wars of Spanish Succession, had helped build massive 
defensive tunnels under the city of Turin. With the French already in an upper level of the tunnels, he caused a massive explosion in 
which he blew up the French, the tunnels and himself. Part of the tunnels now form a Museum named in his honour.

Sometimes his medals were collaborations with his younger pupil brothers Charles and 
Leopold, particularly the latter who was an excellent portraitist. Unfortunately Jacques’s 32-year career ended 
abruptly in 1872 due to failing eyesight.
